January, 1914, instead of in January, 
1918, and hud written the impression 
I had (rallied of the kaiser in the ten 
years I bad known him, what a false 
picture I would have painted of the 
man as he tt>ally is! 


It would have been a pictnre of a 


jnan who In KCUPIM! appearance and 
bearing was every inch an emperor cud 
yet who could exhibit nil the courtesy, 
affalilllty and gentleness of the most 
democratic gentleman, a man soft of 
eye and kindly in expression, a man of 
wide reading and attainments—perhaps 
the most versatile man in the world, a 
man who possessed a most alert mind, 
a remarkable memory and the keenest 
observation; a man who was not gen- 
erous In nature and yet was at times 
considerate of others; a man of charm- 
ing personality aud amiability. It 
would have shown a man of unpar- 
alleled cgotifun, a. man who was lin- 
tatlent of correction and who would 
brook no oppqsitton. There might have 
been in the picture a suggestion of the 
dire lengths tp which the man would 
go to have hlij way, but It would have 
been only a eufegestion.

On another occasion, 
lie presented me with a^ group picture 
of himself surrounded by his family 
and dogs, I remember his bringing to 
me a large unfrnmcd picture In cele- 
bration of his silver wedding. It wns 
about twenty-four by eighteen inches 
In size. It showed the kniserln and 
himself In a sort of cloud floating above 
a blrdseye view of Berlin, with the 
palace and the cathedral dimly seen 
below. 


"I don't know just what this master- 


piece was mennt to signify, but I had It 
framed and placed It In my office. 
It 


evoked from a little boy who entered 
the room with his mother the follow- 
ing astonished remark: "Ob, mother, 
look at the kaiser In heaven!" 


A post-curd picture of the kaiser, 


signed by his own hand, was In his 
own estimation one of the most price- 
less gifts he could bestow. I remem- 
ber his donating one of them to an 
American charity bazaar in Berlin to 
be auctioned off. He thought that the 
fact that the card came from his 1m- 
perlnl majesty gave it a value which 
could not be measured In dollars and 
cents. A pflece of Jewelry or a sum 
of money might have been duplicated 
or even excelled by a gift of similar 
character from any American million- 
aire—for whose wealth the kaiser fre- 
quently expressed the utmost contempt 
—but what could surpass the value of 
an autograph of the kaiser! 


No doubt the royal banquets were 


prepared much upon the same prin- 
ciple, for It was a common saying 
among the German aristocracy that one 
had better feel well before going to a 
banquet at the palace. 
I happened to mention to the kaiser 


the reputation his banquets held among 
his people.

It is called in the Bible the 
"fiay of Memorial" and to the Jew it 
marks the recording of the deeds of 
the past year for judgment—a judg- 
ment which is, however suspended un- 
til after the day of Atonement when 
through true repentance and sincere 
contntion the sins of the pa*>t may be 
iblotted out and new opportunity af- 
forded to live a life of purity and 
usefulness. 


It is also called the "Day of the 


Blowing of the Trumpet" and around 
this ceremony—the blowing 
of the 


Sbofar or ram's horn—the service of. 
the day revolves. The ram's horn is 
•upposed to refer to the salvation of 
Jaaac and the substitution of a ram in 
his place when Abraham was about to 
»l*jr him in his wrong undei standing 
of God's demand for a bacrihce. (Gen- 
esis xxn).

days, the observance begin:, at the 
preceding .sundown, Friday, and tn 
the orthodox synagogs la*.ts until 
aundown Sunday—two days being ob-

a remarkable memory and the keenest 
observation; a man who was not gen- 
erous In nature and yet was at times 
considerate of others; a man of charm- 
ing personality aud amiability.

I remem- 
ber his donating one of them to an 
American charity bazaar in Berlin to 
be auctioned off. He thought that the 
fact that the card came from his 1m- 
perlnl majesty gave it a value which 
could not be measured In dollars and 
cents. A pflece of Jewelry or a sum 
of money might have been duplicated 
or even excelled by a gift of similar 
character from any American million- 
aire—for whose wealth the kaiser fre- 
quently expressed the utmost contempt

Blowing of the Trumpet" and around 
this ceremony—the blowing 
of the 


Sbofar or ram's horn—the service of.
